SEAMEN’S WELFARE. 


ALLOCATION. OF DUBLIN 
HOME’S FUNDS. 
(BEFORE MR. JUST'CE JOHNSTON ) 

In the matter of the Dublin Sailors’ Home 
Charity and the Trustee ‘Act, 

Mr. Denis Johnston (instructed by Messrs. 
D. and T. Fitzgerald), on behalf of the 
trustees of the charity, applied for an order 
for the allocation of its funds. He said 
that Sir John Purser Griffith; in an affidavit 
filed in earlier proceedings, described the 
Dublin Sailors’ Home as an institution which 
had been founded in 1849 by the late 
Admiral Sir W. H. Hall, K:C.B., and the 
late Captain William Hutchinson, R.N., to 
provide for seamen frequenting the port of 
Dublin, board, lodgings and medical attend- 
ance at as moderate a charge as possible; to 
protect them from imposition and extortion ; 
to encourage them to save their hard-earned 
wages, and in every way to promote their 
moral and professional welfare. The Com- 
mittee of the Home had not in their posses- 
sion, and had been unable to discover any 
evidence of the objects and intentions of the 
original founders in instituting the charity, 
other than the statement in this regard con- 
tained in the annual report of the Home. 
At a meeting of the Committee of the Home, 
held on the 2nd November, 1920, it was re- 
corded that the financial condition of the 
Home was unsatisfactory, and that it was 
not being patronised to an extent necessary 
ta justify its continued existence; and 
at, a further meeting of the Committee, 
held cn the 18th March, 
it was resolved that the charity 
should be wound: up and its property 
and assets realised and applied in such man- 
ner as the Court should determine as being 
most in accordance’ with the wishes of the 
founders of the Home. It was further re- 
solved to suggest that the fund should: be 
allocated amoug the following similar chari- 
ties:— The Seamen's Institute, Eden quay, 
Dublin, 50 per cent.; Sailors’ Rest, British 
and Foreign Sailors’ Society, 63 North Wall, 
Dublin, 25 per cent.; and the Catholic Sea- 
men's Institute, Sir John Rogerson’s quay, 
Dublin, 25 per cent, 

There was now a sum of £780 in court to 
the credit of the fund, said Mr. Denis Johne 
ton, and an affidavit of the trustees stated 
that they. had by their solicitors, as trustees. 
£54 1s, 8d., less certain outlay incurred by 
their solicitors. The trustees now asked for 
an order allecating the funds in the pro- 
portions suggested by the committee. 

Mr. Tobias (instructed hy Messrs Martlev 
and Barlee), for the Mission 
Trust Corporation, Ltd., the parent institu- 
tution of the Seamen’s 
supported the view of the trustees. 
CATHOLIC INSTITUTE’S OBJECTION. 

Mr. Geraghty (instructed by Mr. John 
J McDonald), on behalf of the Catholic 
Seamen’s Institute, submitted that one moiety 
of the funds in court should be allocated to 
that institution, and objected because the 
body which 1t was suggested should get the 
greater part of the fund was a member of a 
corporation in London. 

Mr.. Tobias—It. is a Dublin 
institute. 

Mr, Geraghty said that the Seamen’s 
Institute was being controlled by a body in 
London which would not be amenable to his 
lordship’s jurisdiction. He referred to an 
affidavit of Mr, Augustine McDonnell, 
President of the Catholic Seamen’s Institute, 
and called attention to a statement in it 
that ““ The two other similar institutes in the 
city are non-Catholic, and as religious ser- 
vices are held in both, Catholic seamen are 
very reluctant to visit either of these insti- 
tutes.”’ 

Mr. Justice Johnston asked which was 
the more important to seamen coming to 
Dublin: to have their moral or their. material 
welfare looked after’ | Did counsel. think 
that seamen came to Duplin to have their 
morals Jooked aiter? Was not it a meal or 
a bed that a sea-nan coming to one of these 
institutes wanted ? 


DENOMINATIONAL DISPUTE. 

Mr. Geraghty said that the object of the 
founders of the charity was stated to be tbe 
moral and material welfare of these men. He 
read the affidavit. of Mr. McDonnell, which 
stated that: the Catholic Seamen's Jnstitute 
was managed by 2 committee — by 
the Council of Dublin of the St. Vincent de 
The Institute’ was solely con- 
trolled from Dublin. Sailors still calling at 
the premises of the Dublin Satlors’ Home— 
now let as tenements—and finding that the 
work for seamen had ceased there, called. at 
the Catholic Seamen’s Institute, the other 
similar institutes being situate on the other 
side of the river.

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THE IRISH ELK. 


DUBLIN ROTARY CLUB 
ADDRESS. 
a 


A group of remains of the Ish elk was 
exhibited at the weekly luncheon meeting 
of the Dublin Rotary Club in Clery s 
Restaurant yesterday by Dr, Henry Stokes, 
a member of the club, who succeeded in 
interesting is fellow-members thoroughly 
in the subject, although he said that ii 
might have been more suitable for discussion 
before a society of antiquaries, or before 
that augast assembly, the Dail, at whose 
recent meetings birds and game had played 
a prominent part, 
‘The ‘‘Trish”’ elk, Dr. Stokes said, was 
one of the few truly Irish producis, yet its 
remains had been found over the British 
Isles, Europe, and even in Asia. However, 
more skeletons had been found in an acre 
of ground near the Scalp (County Dublin) 
than in England, Scotland and Wales 
together. They had been found in all 
counties in Ireland, but most frequently in 
the County Limerick and the surrounding 
districts. 

CURIOUS IDEAS. 
[ndefinite and curious ideas prevailed as 
regards the animal. Educated people had 
asked him where he shot them, and “ are 
they common in the country? Are there 
any in the Dublin Zoo?” 
A common belief among the men who 
had helped him to dig out th® remains was 
that. the animals were drowned in Noah's 
flood. Various marks caused by stones on 
the antlers had been pointed out to him as 
brands whereby Noah’s fathers recognised 
their own animals. 
The name ‘ elk was misleading. The 
animal was quite different from the elk of 
Norway or America, its closest relation was 
the small fallow deer, whieh was to be seen 
the Phoenix Park. 
The numbers found in Ireland must run 
to many hundreds—at least 150 had already 
been dug out of one bog. They were not 
found in turf, but in marl, which was 
formed in the bottom of lakes. Wherever 
the antlers projected up close to the turf 
thev were found to be rotten, because the 
acid in the vegetable matter dissolved the 
lime in the horns. A few specimens had 
been found in caves, to which they must 
have been carried by animals. 
Men and elks did not exist together in 
France. It was not certain that they did in 
Ireland, but there certainly were cases where 
their and horns were found with 
human

TWELVE FEET HIGH. 
The great déer was six to seven feet high 
the shoulder: and, with his neck, 
the tips of the antlers must have reached 
up to twelve feet. The antlers had been 
found measuring eleven feet straight across. 
Remains of voung ammmals were rare. 
He had been asked often why the remains 
were so common in Ireland and so vare else 
where. ‘There were several possibilities. The 
first. was that in Ireland the elk found suit 
able conditions and multiphed accordingly. 
The absence of enemies and the abundance 
of proper food would be favourable con- 
ditions. 
lt was also possible that for some cause the 
deer migrated to the West and accumulated 
in ireland. Of course, this assumed that 
lreland was joined to the Continent at the 
time im question. <A third possibility was 
that there there were especially suitable con- 
ditions for the preservation of the remains. 
When the bones were found they might be 
broken or rotted, but never showed any marks 
of teeth, as they would if the bodies had 
been torn by carnivora. 


MOST TYPICAL IRISH INDUSTRY. 
Di. Stokes related some of his experlences. 
At one, time he employed two men for five 
weeks digging, und found only two broken 
skulls which were worth nothing. On another 
occasion he spent three days excavating a fine 
head which lay. partly under a deep drain, 
bat which, owing to an inrush of water, had 
Lo be left where it was.

The 
address would be useful inasmuch as it would 
serve to iistruct people who found such 
remains on their lands, gold ornaments. 
human bones, ete.. to communicate their 
‘finds’’ to Dr. Stokes or other antiquarian 
authorities. 

Mr. Bradbury asked whether Dr. 
thought that the elk inhabited this country 
at the time when it was physically linked up 
with the Continent. 

Dr. Stokes replied that in nor a single case 
were the remains the wolfhound extant. 
the reason being that these animals died in 
the open. He took it that the elk came to 
Ireland when the country formed a part of 
the Continent.

The large number of playgoers who were 
disappointed when Eugene O'Neill's “ Anna 
Christie ’’ was first staged at the little Pea- 
cock Theatre in January of last year will 
now have an opportunity of seeing an ex- 
cellent play revived by the Dublin Gate 
Theatre in the Rotunda. Last night a fairly 
large audience saw the play revived with a 
cast that was in the main similar to that of 
the first production. 

“ Anna Christie ” is generally regarded as 
being one of Eugene O'Neill's best plays, 
but it must be confessed that it does not 
bear seeing too often. Much oi its dialogue 
is unreal, and at least one of its principal 
chapacters is little better than an echo.

occupied seven years, but represented a far 
longer period of strenuous work. It was 
Henry's task to supply the botanical deserip- 
tions, aud decided upon the correct nomen 
clature of the species dealt with. This work 
alone meant the crowding into a few years of 
the work of an average lifetime. In addition 
it devolved upon Henry to verify facts or 
statements recorded from all paris of the 
world, involving correspondence which must 
have appalled most men, bul it was under- 
taken with untiring energy and enthusiasm. 
No possible clue to identification was over- 
looked, and Henry’s marvellous power of 
unearthing and classifying records which had 
been buried for many years, and in some 
cases for centuries, amounted to a gift’ which 
few This part of the work ueces- 
sifated frequent journeys to remote parts ef 
Kuroepe and North America, and few men saw 
more of forest. trees in their native habitat 
than the subject of this note, 

Apart from '' The Trees of Great Britain 
and Ireland,’ Henry also did much valuable 
work tracking down the origin of doubtful 
species amongst the oaks, elms, poplars, and 
other genera of the temperate zones, and his 
papers published by the Royal Irish Academy 
are especially valuable in this 
His knowledge of conifers alone was, 
amend unequalled in the British Isles. 

ybridisation of trees was also a branch of 
work to which he gave much attention, and 
two poplars of considerable economic value 
owe their origin to Henry’s labours on this 
subject. So much for Augustine Henry’s 
work, . 

Yo those who had the privilege of his 
acquaintance—and these run into thousands—- 
his great charm lay in his original outlook 
on things in general, He was interested in 
an enormous range of subjects, and any 
research worker with whom he came in con- 
tact invariably received some suggestion 
which was of considerable assistance in his 
particular line of work. Any information 
which Professor Henry possessed was made 
available to all with the greatest liberality. 
In matters arboricultural his students were 
not confined to the classwoom, but comprised 
all those in any way interested in trees 
and their growth, and if is in this connection 
that his loss will be most felt throughout the 
forestry world.

MORE OPPOSITION. 


The Lord Mayor of Belfast was shocked 
because the citizens demanded a plebiscite 
on the Corporation Bill, but it is possible 
that other opposition will be offered to the

Committee of both Houses of the Northern 
Parliament. It seems that petitions have 
been lodged against the measure by the 
Great Northern Railway Company, the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway 
Company, the Belfast and County Down 
Railway Company, the Belfast Chamber 
of Commerce, and the Belfast Harbour 
Commissioners. This formidable opposi- 
tion is even more significant than the 
objection of the ratepayers, who rejected 
three of the disputed clauses, but in the 
present instance negotiations will take the 
place of voting.

with procedure, objection has been lodged 
against certain clauses, so that they may 
be thrashed out in Parliament, if neces- 
sary. Negotiations are still in progress, 
however, and it is hoped that all diffi- 


culties may be overcome. Whether the 


ratepayers will be pleased with the pzxo- 
posed alterations in the bill-is another 
matter, but it is not likely that they will 
be considered. The details of the 
suggested changes have no, been 


published. 
STARTLING FIGURES. 


While the politicians are talking about 
‘“ gleains of hope ” and the dawn of a new 
era of prosperity, the vital statistics of the 
Six Counties are far from satisfactory. 
Although a spirit of optimism is to be 
commended, it is foolish to. live in an 
atmosphere of “ make-believe.’’ The

The Plight of China. 


China again comes ominously , into, the 
news of the world. A few months ago, 
when she retired, as we might say, into 
winter quarters, her position seemed to 
flatter the hopes of a friendly Europe. The 
Nationalist Government appeared to be 
well established at Nanking; Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek had routed the Kwangsi 
generals; most of the numerous horde of 
Tuchuns had disbanded their armies, and 
the Nanking Government felt itself 
sufficiently strong to take a high hand 
with the Western Powers on th» question 
of extra-territorial rights.

Sirn,—in the report of the debate last 
Thursday on the Fresh Meat. Bill, Mr. 
Hogen, Minister for Agriculture, is reported 
as saying that, far as he knew. the 
question of the relative merits of the humane 
killer and the pole-axe was still pproblemati- 
cal. His own opinion was that, in the hands 
skilled man, the pole-axe was more 
effective.’ The fact that 38,000 cartridges 
for use in the humane killer were sold by

the Royal National Lifeboat Institution at 
the Caxton Hall, London, on April 7th, 
to receive silver and bronze medals 
awarded to them for gallantry. 

The medals will be presented by Mr. 
William Graham, President of the Board 
of Trade. Seven medals will be presented, 
and they have all been won for rescues 
carried out during the gales of October, 
November, December and January. 

Ireland will be represented by Coxswain 
James Wickham, of Rosslare Harbour, 
and Mr. W. J. B. Moneas, the honorary 
secretary of the station. 

Coxswain Wickham won a bar to the 
silver medal which he already holds, and 
Mr. Moneas, the bronze medal. for the 
rescue on the night of October 20th of the 
crew of five of the Plymouth schooner 
Mountblairy. She had gone ashore in .a 
gale, and the motor lifeboat, after picking 
up the wreck by means of her searchlight, 
had to make her way among the rocks 
before she could take off the men. 


SMOTHERED BY HEAVY SEAS. 

She had then to fight. her way back in 
the teeth of the gale. She was continually 
sinothered by heavy seas, and her crew at 
times were nearly washd out of her.

By escaping through a window fiom a 
hospital ward and returning to her cell in 
the St. Lazare Prison, on the other side 
of Paris, Mine. Hanau has once move 
succeeded in putting her name on the 
front pages of the French newspapers, but 
it cannot be said that she has ‘‘ a good 
Press. a 

The generally expressed view is that 
the affair is notable chiefly as turther 
evidence of her mental energy and of her 
determination, but it is pointed out that 
in leaving the hospital she ran no ris 
other than that of being brought back to 
her bed unless it was the effect upon her 
own health. 

Meanwhile, the manner in which she 
occupied the hour between Jeaving the 
hospital and arriving at the prison is stil] 
In process of being cleared up. The police 
ere convinced that in her weak state, after 
three weeks’ starvation, she must have 
had an aecomplice. 

The organisation of law and order from 
the Minister of Justice downwards has 
been brought to bear on the case, and it 
was anneunced this afternoon that a 
charge has been opened against an un- 
known person for connivance’ in the 
escape. 


TWO POLICEMEN DISMISSED. 

Mme. Hanau herself cannot be 
cuted as she committed no offence. Her 
maid, Marie, however, is being closely 
questioned, as she was seen walking in 
and out of her mistress’s room in the 
hospital yesterday afternoon, and the head 
nurse says that she seemed nervous at the 
time, 

The two police - inspectors charged, 
whose duty it was to watch Mme. Hanau 
in hospital, have been dismissed. It has 
been established that they twice left their 
post and were not there at the moment 
when Mme. Hanau’s absence was dis. 
covered, and, further, that the statements 
they made to their chief, who was en- 
quiring ‘into the matter were untrue. 


PROSECUTOR'S OFFICE ROBBED. 

rhe affair has now been further eoin 
plicated by the announcement that docu 
ments belonging to the dossier concernin 
Mme. Hanau’s investment trust dis. 
appeared from a cupboard in the 
Prosecutor's office last night. The kev of 
the cupboard was received by the Ministey 
of Justice in this morning’s post. 

The missing documents do not bear 
directly on the finances of the Gazette du 
I’rane, but relate to Mme. Hanau’s com- 
plaint against M. Pachot, Police Com- 
missioner,. of irregularity in searching her 
house at the time of the seandal. - 

After a conference this morning between 
M. Raoul Veret, Minister of Justice. and 
the magistrates in charge of the Ga-ctte 
Lut Franc case, at which it was decided. 
in view of the circumstances and the 
possibility that Madame Hanau might 
have had accomplices who aided her in 
her escape that she should continue to be 
kept under observation in the prison of 
Saint Lazare.

HER LAWYER’S STATEMENT.

Manau’s escape from the hospital at 10.15 
last night, when I received a telephone 
call, and heard on the line a feeble veice 
saying: ‘I have escaped from the hospital 
und am going back to the prison.’ 

“ Believing that this was a hoax, T was 
about to make inquiries when the call was 
cut off. I went to the St. Lazare Prison, 
and found that my client’s story was true ; 
she had returned to the prison. 

‘“ Mme. Hanau was light-headed, but 
managed to tell me that on leaving the 
hospital she hired a taxi and drove to a 
cafe, where she ‘phoned me.

TOURISTS’ UNPLEASANT 
EXPERIENCE.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Monday. 

One hundred and ninety-eight tourists from 
the Hamburg-Amerika steamer Oceana, In- 
cluding about twenty English people and 
Americans, were landed here this afternoon 
by the Turkish steamer Guldjemal, after a 
very trying experience. ~~ 

The Oceanic ran aground at the entrance 
to the Dardanelles, about three hundred feet 
from the Asiatic coast, during a thick fog on 
Friday evening. The shock felt by the 
passengers. was only slight, and there was 
no panic, but for two days they were 
stranded, in spite of all the efforts of a 
Danish and a Greek steamer to pull the 
Oceana. off; and finally, at midnight last 
night, it was decided to tranship the pas- 
sengers, many of whom were women, to the 
Turkish steamer, 

On arriving here this afternoon, exhausted 
and excited by their experience, they were 
distributed among the different hotels in Con- 
stantinople. 

In the meantime the Oceana remains firmly 
embedded in the mud, and it is believed that 
it. will be very. difficult to float her off, even 
with the assistance of powerful tugs. It is 
not known what. will happen to the tourists, 
ov how they will complete their trip.

MR. BLYTHE AND THE NEW 
LOAN.

I hear that Mr. Blythe, Free State 
Minister for Finance, will shortly intro- 
duce a measure to amend ths Currency Act 
of 1927 in several particulars. The amend- 
ing bill will seek to repeal that clause of 
the Act which restricts the Currency Com- 
mission to the holding of British securities 
maturing within twelve months as backing 
for the Jegal tender note issue, 

The bill will do away with this restric- 
tion, and give to the Currency Commission 
the power to hold securities other than 
those which mature within twelve months. 
When the Cutrency Bill was before the 
Oireachtas this restriction was inserted by 
the Senate and subsequently agreed to by 
the Dail. 

It has been suggested that the amending 
bill has been. rendered necessary by the 
recent changes in the financial situation 
in Great Britain consequent upon the fal] 
in the value of money. 


THE NEW LOAN. 

Mr. Blythe is. watching with keen 
interest the frequent falls in the Bank 
rate. It was his intention to issue a 
further instalment of the National Loan 
early next autumn, but the financial situa- 
tion is growing so favourable that he will, 
in all probability, issue the Lean long 
before .then—probably soon after the 
Budget, which will be introduced on April 
40th next. The whole of the Loan, about 
£5,000,000, will be raised in the Free 
State. 

In his Budget speech the Minister for 
Finance will outline the progress that has 
been made by the Departmenta] Com- 
mittee which is examining schemes for the 
simplification of the income tax code. 
Legislation based on the recommendations 
of the Committee, however, is not likely 
to be introduced before the autumn of this 
year.

In a despatch from Paris last might 
The Times Correspondent says :—The Finance

£1,343,000 DECREASE IN 
EXPENDITURE. 
PERSONNEL REDUCED 
TO 148,900

Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT, 
WESTMINSTHRR, Monday. 

In introducing the Army estimates for 1930, 
Mr. 'Fom Shaw, Secretary for War, said that 
they showed a net reduction of £605,000 as 
compared with the previous year. The actual 
detreased expenditure was £1,343,000, but 
unfortunately there was a diminution of 
£738,000 in receipts, more than half of which 
represented loss of receipts to Army funds 
from Germany since the evacuation. -In addi- 
tion to less of receipts there was increased 
expenditure of about half a million pounds, 
due mainly to the automatic growth of the 
Army reserve, non-efiective services and 
exhaustion of war stocks. Since 1921 the 
numbers of the Arniy had been reduced from 
641,000 to 148,900, and the net cash. expendi- 
ture from 86 million pounds to 404 millions. 

It was not proposed, in default of inter- 
national agreement, to make any further 
cuts. It had been assumed that if we 
reduced considerably and consistently, with- 
out regard to other nations, we should help 
forward general disarmament, but unforta 
nately the facts confounded the theories. 
The Government, whilst perfectly willing te 
take part in international arrangements for 
drastic reductions, was not prepared at the 
present moment to go farther in unilateral 
action. He said that there was a motion on 
the paper to reduee the strength of the Army 
by 100,000 men. He would ask those people 
carefully to consider whether they were not 
suffering from a very bad attack of inverted 
nationalism,

RECRUITING.

other causes. 


TRAINING CORPS. 

Referring to. the position of the Officers’ 
Training Corps and Cadet Corps, Mr. Shaw 
said that objection had been taken to the 
spending of public money on semi-military 
bedies in public schools. He had carefully, 
and even anxiously, considered the matter, 
and had come to the conclusion, on expert 
advice, that Officers’ Trainjng Corps were 
valuable organisations for securing a future 
supply of officers for the Army. So long as 
the Army existed on a voluntary basis there 
would have to be some form of recruiting, 
and the boy attending a public school was 
certainly not too young to jom a training 
cofps, though he agreed thateno compulsion 
should be used. He did not take up the 
same ground in regard to cadet bodies and 
organisations like the Church Lads’ Brigade. 
He intended for the future to cease giving 
War Office assistance to these bodies aiter 
the expiration of existing contracts. 

Having stated that this was to be a Terri- 
torial year and that arrangements were being 
made for joint Regular and Territorial camps, 
he went on to say that he had had disqmeting 
reports as to the conditions under which 
soldiers were living at certain home stations, 
wid he proposed to make a personal visit to 
them to see what the position really was. 

On the subject of compulsory attendance 
at Church Parades, Mr. Shaw said that no 
one was compelled to go to a charch in 
which he did not believe. He was, how 
ever, advised that objection to Church 
parades was not widespread, or even 
vocal, .among soldiers, and he did not see 
his way to alter a long-established practice, 
unless he was absolutely satisfied that there 
was a really serious, and not merely an 
academic, objection to it. 


‘UNDUE RISKS.” 

Sir L. Worthington Evans considered that 
the War Secretary was taking undue risks 
in effecting economies. He regarded the 
decline in recrmting as a very disquieting 
feature. It had been stated that it was 
due to two causes :—({1) The expectation of 
bigger unemployment benefit; and (2) uncer- 
tainty as to the future of the Army owing 
to disarmament. There was no doubt that 
many men entered the Army by reason of 
economic compulsion, and it might well be 
that the State would have to consider 
whether a man was unemployed when it was 
open to him to join the Army. (Labour 
cries of “ Oh, Oh.’’) “Well, if you do not 
‘compel, you will have to attract,’’ said Sir 
Laming. He suggested that every man 
joinmg the Army should be guaranteéd a 
cateer after leaving it: He should be 
taught a trade, or given a secondary, or 
even a university education that would fit 
him for Inghér ‘positions. Why, for in- 
stance, suoa'd net the Army be a road to 
the Civil Service? i 

Sir R. Hutchinson considered that recruit- 
ing would be helped by providing a more 
attractive uniferm. 

Mr. Cove called 
tion of disarmament,

for-armed forces were primarily for the pro- 
tection of British investments and interests 
abroad. 

Mr. W. J. Brown, Labour member for 
Wolverhampton, said that there was a pro 
found gulf between the point of view of 
Independent Labour members and the view 
which was embodied in the estimates. 


“ FUTILE GESTURES.”

Mr. Shinwell, Financial Secretary to the 
War Office, said that the policy of the 
Government was disarmament ‘by international 
agreement, aud he reminded Mr. Cove that 
he supported that pelicy only twelve months 
ago.

We in the United Kingdom have 
continued the free trade policy, and IT think 
we ave now almost all agreed that a change 
has to take place. We realise that our in- 
dustries must be protected from unfair com- 
petition. We realise that our farmers must 
get some protettien agamst the amportation 
of subsidy-fed agricultural products. In ad- 
dition. we all desire, I think, that. there 
should be freer trade within our own Empire. 
(Applause.)
